How Oysters Are Caught. 

Only two ways of catching oysters ar® 
practiced in Maryland, namely, ‘' dredg- 
ing” and ‘*tonging.”” Dredges are bags! 
made of iron mags linked. together, 


forming meshes similar to those of 
an nary seu, the mouth being 
held open. by an_ irom frame, 
from the four corners of which 


project four irom bars converging toa 
point at a distwace of a few feet from the 
mouth: to tha pint a small chain is 


and to the chain isa long 
We raise 


rope, which wh around a windlass on 
board uf “thu wor vessel. Projecting 
downward front the ar'attached to the 
lower edge of the senth are iron teeth, 
which, as the dredge is drawn over the 
bottom, scrape up the oysters and guide 
them into the bag. Svery vessel is 
supplied with tw dredges and two wind- 
lasses, the latter so arranged that each is 
worked by four men at the same time. 
When the boat reaches dredging ground 
the dregdes are thtown overboard and the 
vessel continues on her course yntil it is 
that the dredge, which usually 
holds two or three. bushels, in full, and 
then it is hauled up, and its contents, 
consisting of oysters, stones, shells, crabs, 
fish, etc., are emptied on the deck. If the 
vessel has passed across the bar, she tacks 
and recrosses the ground, and continues 
sailing over the s@me bar for hours. 

If dredging is done in the daytime the 


Oysters are at onee ‘‘culled,” but when 


working at nigh? it is deferred until 
morning. ‘‘Culling” consists in separ- 
ating the oysters from the other things 
brought up by the dredge and throwing 
the latter overboard, while the former 
are placed in the Lold of the vessel. In 
this manner the Work continues until the 
vessel is loaded, When she at once pro- 
ceeds to market. A trip will generally 
take about twelve or thirteen days. 

‘“*Tonging” is a Method of taking oys- 
ters extensively practiced. In Maryland 
it employs fewer men and less capital 
than dredging, but it is probably of 
greater value to the State, as the men em- 
ployed ia it are Of a better class. The 
tonging interests of Virginia are far more 
extensive than the same interests in 
Maryland. 

Something of aa idea of the 
may be go. by supposing two garden 
rakes, with very loug handles, with the 
tooth sides of the rakes facing each other; 
let the handles be secured by a loose 
rivit two or three feet from the teeth, so 
that by operating the extreme ends of 
the handles the Whole contrivance shall 
act asa pair of tongs. The instrument 
is so constructed that when the tong-_ 
handles or ‘‘stales are held perpendicu- 
lar to the’ bottom the teeth are at 


an angle of forty-five degrees, and by 


working the upper end of the stoles to- 


gether above the water, at the same time 
the oysters are raked together and may 


boat. Wooden-headed are 
better than iron-headed tongs, because 
they dig into the sand less, and are 
easier to work. Tongs are used of from 
seven to twenty-four feet in length, and 
the latter, worked in twenty-one to 
twenty-two feet of water, requife not 
only considerable skill but a good allow- 
ance of strength to handle with success. 
These tongs are a very ancient contriv- 
ance in America, for Charlevoix, in the 
middle of the seventeenth century, found 
them on the coast of Acadia. 

Tonging necessitates a very great ex- 
posure to the cold, but, however, no 
more severe than dredging. The injury 
to health is so great that few oyster-men 
ever reach old age. Nor does oyster- 
tonging give returns in proportion to the

Juice of the Sapota Tree. 

In the basement of a substantial four- 
story brick building in Murray street, a 
New York Times reporter was shown a 
great heap of what seemed to be broken 
pieces of putty. Barrels and boxes around 
the room were filled with the substance. 
‘*That,” said the proprietor of the estab- 
lishment, ‘‘is chicle. It is the dried juice 
of the sapota tree, of Mexico. Seventeen 

ears ago, when General Santa Anna was 
in this country, his secretary had with 
him a piece of this chicle. I saw the 
stuff and believed I could use it as a sub- 
stitute for caoutchone or India rubber. 
I spent $30,000 trying to vulcanize it, and 
then gaveitup. Meanwhile, I had learned 
that the natives chewed the gum. _ I con- 
cluded that I would begin the manufac- 
ture of chewing-gum. We have built up 
a large business—probably the largest of 
its kind in the world. We called the 
manufactured article ‘rubber owns. 
gum,’ or rather that name was promptly 
given it as soon 48 we put it on the mar- 
ket. It won't wear out like spruce or 
paraffine gum. It tastes like rubber, and 
to people who want to chew gum it is 
just as satisfactory as any other kind. A 
great many persons Chew gum—adults as 
well as children. We import 200,000 
pounds of chicle every year. 

‘‘How is the gum made?” 

‘‘Jt is a simple process. The chicle is 
thoroughly steamed, so thatall the impur- 
ities are worked out of it. Then, when 
in a semi-liquid state, itis run into the 
molds.” 

“Then rubber chewing-gum is pure 
chicle and nothing more?’ 

‘Nothing more. We put up a kind 
which we recommend forcolds. That 
contains a little licorice. When that is 
extracted pure chicle alone remains.”

During a dense fog the Belgian steamer

Captain Henry Schoonhaven, the only sur- |

On Thursday evening there was 
considerable fog, with occasiona) heavy rain 
and brilliant flashes of lightning; not much 
wind, but a heavy sea on.

Still thinking that it was Chebucto light I 
kept the ship on her course, soundi giving 
thirty fathoms, Between ten and twenty | 
minutes later I discOvered that it wasa fixed

‘At that minute I heard the whistle sound 
for the first time. I ordered the helm hard | 
aport.

The rudder and pfopeller had been | 
carried away, I ore the crew up and 
told the first and second mates to launch the | 
boats and get the women and children into | 
them. After striking the second time the 
ship drifted off into deep water, and ordered , 
the anchor to be let go. Good order was pre- 
served and the crew were working with a 
will. At this time the breakers were visible 
all around. The anchor was let go in twenty- 
six fathoms, but the ship continued to drift. 

I rushed down from the bridge and went for- 
ward to see if the chain cable had ,

A RIVER HORROR, 
Burning of a Southern Stsamer- 
With Loss of Life 


Feople Arovsed from Sleep to Meet 
by Fira or Water: 


The steamer Rebecca Everingham was 
ourne<| on tha Chattahoochee river, at Fite- 
gerakds plantation, a few miles above Flor 
ence, Ala.. at an early hour and many lives 
were lost.- Abeut 4oclock, a. the en- 
gineer on wateh rang an alarm signal to the 
pilot, who called to the officers on watch and 
asked if he must go to the shore 
when he was at once ordered to do so. The 
lie the engineer to work for the 
shore, but gob no response. He then headed 
the boat for the Georgia side, and the momen- 
tum she had carried her almost to-the banks. 
The pilot on watch ordered his young son, 
Frank La , a youth sixteen years old, to 
jump overboard with a line and swim ashore 
and make the boat fast toa tree. The boy 
into the river, struck for the shore, venahenl i 
safely and tied the boatup. In the meantime 
the fire alarm was rung by Pilot George 
ham, and the passengers aroused from 
sleep to find the boat in James. All waseon- 
fusion and disorder, but the officers of the boat 
were heroic in the performahce of their duty. 
Nearly all of them were wounded or burnt. 
The flames wrapped the boat in their flery em- 
brace and sooner to lick it up. 

Those known to be lost are as follows: W. 
L. Kennedy, Spring Hill, Ala., deputy sheriff 
of Barbour county; Mrs. Avart, Cuthbert, 
Ga.; Miss Simpson, Fort Gaines, Ga.; J. B. 
Yates, Bainbridge; two white men, whoss 
pames were unknown; Julia Adams, colored, 
chambermaid: Dolph Thomas, colored, fire- 
man; Randal Singer and Aaz Stevens,colored, 
deck hands; Bob Gr'ffin, colored, stevedore, 
and a colored woman and child, name un- 
known. Captain G. B. Whiteside was 
severely burned on the face, head and hands. 
D. Williams, of Lagrange, Ga., was 
thought to be fatally burned. J. T. Carey, 
assistant engineer, was painfully burned. 

There were 307 bales of cotton aboard the 
steamer, 216 of which were taken on at 
Eufaula. She was made fast to the shore by 
two hawsers, which were finally burnt. She 
remained tied to the bank about forty-five 


minutes, when her moorings burned and 
the wreck floated out in the stream, 
drifted about one Hundred yards, ca- 
‘lreened and sunk. The fire broke out 


ainong the cotton just aft midship. It 
isnot known how it originated.

NEGROES BOUGHT OUT. 


FAITHLESS 


THE TREACHERY. OF THE 9TH 
TRICT. 


WHAT DEFEATED DR. ADAMS, 


The republicen convention met 
at Williards Hall, Tuesday morn- 
ing at ten o’clock. Never before 
in the history of the District of 
Columbia, has there ever been 
such a disgraceful scene. Long 
before the hour for the assem- 
bling of the convention, delegates 
were intoxicated to the fullest de- 
gree. It is evident that money 
and whiskey controlled the con- 
vention against the interest of the 
peoples choice for President. 
False friends were compelled to 
show their hand when Mr. W. 
Calvin Chase offered a resolution, 
pledging the delegation to Hon. 
John A. Logan. White men as 
well as negroes sold out, but, 
there was more honor among the 
followers of Col. Ingersoll, Mes- 
srs. Geo. Holmes, and Andrew 
Gleason, were willing to form 
a combination to defeat Conger. 

The contest that was put in 
‘the district of Mr. John W. 
Freeman, kept him out of the 
temporary organization, as it was 
decided to make bim the tempor- 
ary chairman. When it was as- 
certained that there was a contest 
in the 5th District, Mr. W. C. 
Chase, was requested to run for the 
temporary chairmanship. 

His delegation with the ex- 
ception *of C. Jones, J. Mid- 
dleton and himself sold him out. 
E. A. Savoy who had professed so 
much friendship for Mr. Hamil- 
ton Turleigh, and Sarouel Jack- 
son, was the first man to stab his 
friends to satisfy bis own ambi- 
tion. To-day he hae the condem- 
nation and contempt of his best 
friends as the judas of the 9th dis- 
trict, a cur who will sell his best 
friends to satisfy his own ambition. 
Mr. Hamilcar Tuarleigh, one of 
the rising young men of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, whom he en- 
deavored to defeat, showed by his 
manliness that he had the re- 
spectable citizens with him. The 
ambition of certain delegates in 
the 9th and other districts, was 
money, men ought to have 
been honorable enough to vote 
their principles, 

DR. ADAMS, 

could have formed a combination, 
had he desired to. Men who had 
pledged themselves to him, sold 
him out, there were men who swore 
that they never would desert him, 
but when the hour arrived to put 
these men upon their honor, that 
moment they deserted him. The 
election of Mr. William ‘Tallia- 
ferso was death to the Logan and 
Ingersoll men. While the ruling 
of Mr. Talliferso was fair and just, 
his appointment of the committee 
on credentials threw out the 4th, 
5th,14th and Ist district, which 
would have elected Dr. Adams, 
Prof. James Gregory or Col. R. G. 
Ingersoll, or a solid Logan del- 
egation. 

The committee on credentials hav- 
ing ‘reported, a munority report 
was submitted to throw out the 
legally elected Joy delegation, 
which was strongly opposed by 
E. A. Savoy, on account of his per- 
sonal jealousy to Mr. Turleigh, 
when Mr. Chase moved to 
lay the minority report upon the 
table, showed that he intended to 
resort to anything to defeat one of 
the most honourable young men 
in the District of Columbia. Mr. 
Chase’s"motion to lay the minority 
report upor the table was carried 
by almost a two third vote of the 
convention. At two o’clock Wed- 
nesday morning, the following 
gentlemen were nominated; Dr. 
A. E. Adams, Prof. J. M. Gregory, 
Hon. Robt. G. Ingersoll, Prof. R. 
T. Greener, P. H. Carson, F. B. 
Conger, Dr. 8. R. Watts, and W. 
Mr. Chase withdrew in 
favor of Prof. J. M. Gregory. At 
this jnncture Mr. Chase offered a 
resolution instructing the delega- 
tion to vote for Hon. John A. Lo- 
gan. Mr. A. St. A. Smith, C. C. 
Stewart, J. W. Freeman, Geo. 
Holmes, Wm. Talliferso, and 
others, ably supperted the resolu- 
tion. After debating and filibus- 


tering, the resolution was laid 


ovg by a vote of 61 to 59. It 


could be seen that several Ne- 
gros delegates had sold out. 


;Some were eo drunk that they 


could not tell for whom they were 
voting. After the balloting had 
commenced, and at its conclusion, 
Conger and Carson were declared 
elected as delegates. On motion 
of Mr. P. H. Carson, Mr. An- 
drew Gleason was elected alter- 
nate by acclamation, and on mo- 
tion of Mr. Chase, A. St. A. Smith 
was elected second alternate by 
acclamation. The convention ud- 
journed in great confusion.

SELF GOVERNMENT. 


We know that the respectable 
colored people of the District of 
Columbia, do not endorse the ac- 
tion of the late convention, but as 
long as rowdyism reigns in this 
District, so long are we to be de- 
nied of self government. It has 
been said that the best element of 
the colored people composed the 
late convention. We deny the as- 
sertion. The majority of the del. 
egates were from that element 
that nothing but qaalified suffrage 
can obliterate. What is to become 
of thie city and the colored people? 
We only would say that the color- 
ed people toan extent have dem- 
onstrated the fact that they must 
get md of the barnicles. There 
never was a people more abused 
‘then the colored people of Wasb- 
ington, and it is on account of the 
bad element governing the politics 
of the Ton: What can we do 
with self government, when there 
is such anelement in existence? 
Shall we continue to ask for self 
government? Would the restor- 
ation of the elective franchise ben- 
efit the colored people unless it 
was qualifiad? While no state or 
territory, should be denied the 
right of suffrage, we are con- 
stranined to advocate qualified 
suffrage and not universal. The 
fact was demonstated in the last 
convention that delegates sold ont, 
the negroes "proved treacherous to 
their trust, and most basely de- 
ceived men in whose confidence 
they were placed. The most 
cowardly outrage was inaugarated 
in the 9th district, among a set of 
pusillanimous curs, One whose 
greedy appetite could not be ap- 
peased on account of the mighty 
dollar, and the other whose pre- 
judice, jealousy and personal spite, 
against a most noble man Hamil- 
ear Turleigh, was beyond concilli- 
ation. The young men were be- 
trayed by two unscrupulous demi- 
gouges, and where such traitors 
are found, they should be branded 
as the Benedict Arnold of the 
Young Men’s Party. The Young 
Men’s Party will forever look up- 
on them with distrust. “Time 
will alter, and to the mould and 
fashion of our will, which will 
convince the traitors that we can 
remember.” Negroes who will sell 
themselves out are incapble of 
self government. Take the case 
of Hall and Savoy of the 9th dis- 
trict. Hall was angry with Dr. 
Adams, because the Dr. refused 
him money. Savoy wanted his 
brother appointed to a position, 
and because his brother was not. 
appointed before the convention, 
he sold Dr. Adams out. Hall 
tried to pledge W. Calvin Chase, 
to a man from whom he received 
twenty five dollars, on the day of 
the convention, as it is stated in 
‘another column of this paper. 
Hall called Mr. Chase outside, 
and said he be damed if he 
would sell his delegation, unless 
he received fifty dollars cash, he 
first wanted one hundred dollars. 
We have affidavits to support 
what ie charged here. He is de- 
fied to repute the charge. We 
have the application of A. E. 
Savoy’s brother in our charge and 
when 1t becomes neccessary, we 
shall show up the treachery of 
these twofmen of the 9th district. 
Their next step of treachery to 
which we would not be a party, 
was when Savoy and Hall endeav- 
ored to force us to throw off the 
delegates, Messrs. Charles J. 
Jones, and John Middleton, after 
they were elected. We assured 
Mr. Middleton of his election, 
when we appointed Mr. Richard 
Gillman, on the nominating com- 
mittee whom Savoy warned us 
against, as being a treacherous 


man, and could not be trusted, 


We found Messrs, Gillman, Jones, 
and Middleton, whom we were 
warned against to be our best 
friends. Men ofbetter type must 
govern the 9th district. Both 
Hell and Savoy was asked before 
Mr. Chase was nominated for the 
temporary chairmanship, whether 
there was any dfsatisfaction in his 
delegation, he was informed by 
both men that there was none, 
and that the solid vote of the 9th 
district would_be cast for Mr. 
Chase. The delegation allowed 
Mr. Chase to be nominated, the 
vote was solid for him, till his 
own district was reached, when 
Savoy said to the convention after 
a long pause, that he was instruct- 
ed to cast the vote of the 9th die- 
trict against our own chairman, 
and vote for Mr. William Talli- 
ferso. Thus in the house of his 
friends he was basely stubbed by 
Hall and Savoy, which was de- 
nounced as a most damnable

There were several delegates in 
the convention on Tuesday that 
are entitled to be highly compli- 
mented. Mr. Andrew Gleason, 
of the 19th district was one of the 
most honest men in the conven- 
tion. There were delegates pledg- 
ed to three or four candidates, 
which was exposed to the eyes of 
the convention. The convention 
did not reflect any credit to the 
district: The bad management of 
Dr. Adams campaign defeated 
him, and men whom he was 
warned against, seemed to have 
been bis best supporters. Again, 
Dr. Adams pretended to have been 
working with us, and at the same 
time, we have béen informed, he 
was stabbing us. Not withstand- 
ing, we kept our promise with 
him, and endeavored to use all 
honorable means to elect bim. 
We can say that we entered that 
convention clear of corruption 
and fraud. Mr. Conger, came 
out on the stage, after the first 
ballot and defied the convention. 
E. M. Hewlett, Esq., one of our 
prominent lawyers, informed Mr. 
Conger that his assertion was an 
insult to the convention, but the 
Negroes who were tied, voted for 
him just the same. The assertion 
made by Mr. Conger should 
have caused every Negro dele- 


gate to vote against him, but 


they were too cowardly to do so. } 
Some personal threats have been 
made against Mr. Hamilcar Tar- 
leigh, because he unintentionally 
made a mistake in counting the 
ballots. If any thing of that char- 
acter is attempted, it will only 
convince us of the cowardice of 
the men who would attempt any- 
thing like that. Mr, Conger 
could not have been elected had 
Dr. Adams proved himself a man. 
We advocated a principle for the 
best interests of the people of the 
District of Columbia. That prin- 
ciple was endorsed by the en- 
tire city was defeated by whiskey 
and/money. Itis no use to at- 
tempt to have suffrage in the Dis- 
trict ot Columbia if respectable cit- 
izens have got to be controlled 
andruled by amob. It is claimed 
that Mr. Clapp, was sola out by 
his friends, we are not surprised 
at that. Men who have their own 
ambition to satisfy will most un- 
doubtedly kill their best friends 
it possible. We mnst have re- 
form before we can expect suffrage 
in the District of Columbia. Con- 
ger and Carson are the delegates 
to represent the District of Colum- 
bia in the Chicago convention.

Mr. Conger informs us that he 
will get us suffrage.

Why, the best marl land in the 
county is owned by a colored man 
who is wortb several thousands of 
dollars.

A JAPANESE WRESTLER. 


Visit to Matsala Sorakichi in New 
York—His immense Strength. 

A New York correspondent of the Cin” 
cinnati Enquirer called on Mateala Sorak- 
ichi, the brawny Japanese wrestler 
brought to this country compete with 
the c pion wrestlers of America. Says 
the correspondent : 

There never was a countryman of his 
who has been so much talked about in 
America as this same Japanese. He is 
not a Japanese of high caste, but he was 
allowed to leave the country because he 
came under the same category as actors 
and gymnasts, who have the freedom of 
the ports. I met on Broadway a Japan- 
ese merchant whom I know named Chiri. 
Weftalked for a short time about the Javan. 
ese wonder, and finally at my solicitation 
Chiri agreed to visit him. Accordingly 
we went down to Chatham street, ascend- 
ed a narrow stairway between a 
liquor-store and a clothing-shop, and 
were ushered into the boarding-house in 
which Sorakichi resides. It is kept by 
an expert Japanese workman, who has 
charge ‘of the repairing department of 


one of the Broadway Japanese shops. He 
married a Japanese woman, who now

possible in English. Sorakichi led the | 
way into the front room, which passed | 
for the parlorand sittingroom, Here he 
dusted off two chairs and placed them | 
near the window. I basked in thesmall | 
amount of reverence which slipped off | 
Chiri’s shoulders. Sorakichi wore a 
tified smile. His eyes twinkled, and | 
e rubbed his hands gently together. In| 
appearance, at that moment, he bore an) 
extaordinary resemblance to an Irish | 
washerwoman; his high cheek bones, | 
long black hair and voluptuous smile, | 
and his bare feet called Ireland to mind. | 
He was dressed in a garment that looked | 
a cross between a cast-off Mother Hub- | 
bard wrapper and a South London | 
Mackintosh. I motioned to him to throw | 
this garment off, and he seized it by the 
neck behind and yanked it over his head. | 
Then he twisted his arms behind his 
back and pulled a blue Jersey over his 
head and tossed it in a corner after the | 
Mackintosh. He then stood in his wrest- 
ling costume of heavy kuit Jeggings and 
acanvastrunk. He threw his arms above 
his head, stretched himself to his full 
height, brought his arms down with a re- 
sounding whack at his side, and said: 

“Jkmyeodsqlybtyb!” 

This, in Japanese, means” ‘‘Ain’t Ia 
daisy ?’ Then he wheeled around with 
his back toward us and slowly raised his 
hands with his arms outstretched over 
his head. I have never seen a more per- 
fectly developed man in my life. e 
muscics stood out in ridges on each side 
of his spine, increasing in size near the 
shoulder. From the ball of the shoulder 
down over the neck the cords stood out 
in ridges. As he raised his arms this im- 
mense muscular net-work rolled upward 
like a perfectly balanced machine, the 
muscles increasing in size until they 
reached hisshoulder. Then he stretched | 
his fingers in and out, and the muscles | 
from his wrists to his shoulders moved up 
and down in unison. His neck was set 
on his shoulders like that of a Greek god. 


Its solidity and rigidity were striking. | 


It is the most muscular ne¢k that I have 
ever seen. Then the Jap turned around 
toward us again, thrust out his right leg 
and moved the muscles of his calves and 
the upper leg up and downas though 
they were detached from the leg itself. 
Chiri was immensely struck with the 
neck. 

‘‘It is there,” he said, ‘‘that his great 
strength in butting lies. In Japan fight- 
ing isreally butting, you know. The 
boys go at each other like goats there, 
and he who butts the hardest is the bully 
of the school. It is by no means as difli- 
cult a thing to do as one would imagine. 
It develops the neck wonderfully,’’ said 
the Chinese merchant, stepping quickly 
over to Sorakichi and rubbing the 
muscles of his neck daintily, but with 
admiration. This tickled the great 
wrestler wonderfully. He straightway 
backed off from the wall, lowered his 
head and dashed forward head first. He 
struck the wall flying, his elbows pressed 
to his sides and his feet off the fluor. It 
was asickening sort ofathud. I thought 
the man had killed himself in his effort 
to show his distinguished countryman 
what he could do, but he bounded into 
the other wall with even .a greater show 
of strength. Chiri looked at him gravely 
and applauded with his gloved hands. 
Sorakichi stood erect and smiled delight- 
edly. There is not another man in 
America who could have done the feat 
without fracturing his skull, or at least 
severcly. All this time 
Sorakichi.was smiling and grinning hap- 
pily. He is the best of men. He 
saw that his exhibition pleased Chiri, 
and, stepping to the door, he called in. 
the landlo This jandlord ‘is the 
largest Japanese I have ever seen. His 
weight is fully 190 pounds, and he is 
cumbersome and broad. Sorakichi made 
him stand before him with his hands at 
his side, and then, ste ping behind him, 
he leaned over, seized him firmly around 
the waist, grasping him on cither side 
with his hands, lifted him clear off the 
floor, and, after a bit of an effort, turned 
the gigantic landlord completely upside 
down, so that some loose articles fell out 
of his pockets. Sorakichi held him in 
this position with his two hands for 
several seconds. The landlord’s face 
looked up appealingly but respect‘ully at 
Chiri, as much as to say that he was very 
uncomfortable, but was willing to en- 
dure anything for the sake of his visitor. 
His face began to get very red under its 
bronzed hue. Then Sorakichi turned 
him up on his feet again, and the land- 
lord bowed himself out of the room, The 
sweat stood in beadsfon the athicte’s fore- 
head and his hands trembled a little bit. 
It was an extraordinary feat, for it was 
all accomplished with the arms. Sora- 
kichi eats nothing but rice, and has but 
one desire, that is to become proficient in 
the English style of wrestling, so as to 
outwrestle the champions Bibby and 
Acton at their own rules.

How the Turks Are Buried. 
When a Moslem dies 
stantinople correspondent) i is rich 
enough, his family buys a coffin. In this 
he is and in it he lies in state 


until the time of his burial is at haga. 


Sometiraes he is carried into the mosque 
and so to the grave itself—but never an 
farther. Before lowering intothe ground, 
the corpse is takem out and wrapped in a 
cloth, while the coffin is given as a 
t to some ue. Here it is kept 
stock, and let out for a small sum to 
families who cannot afford to buy coffins 
for their dead, but feel it incumbent to 
mg up the dignity of the occasion. 
or the very poor, those who look to 
use rather than style, there hang in the 
inner courts of the mosques a series of 
boards shaped like’ coffin-lids, and, like 
realy-made clothes, graded in size from 
infant to adult makes. These are free to 
all, and the relatives come and measure 
and decide, take away a board, bury 
their dead on it, and then return it to its 
nail on the wall of the mosque. And 
there is little time in Constantinople that 
all these methods are not in demand. 
Aside from seasons of cholera and plague, 
when the people daily die by thousands, 
the regular death-rate of Constanti- 
is an appalling one. Bad drainage, 
poor food and personal slovenliness 
keep the returns always full. 

The Turks commonly select a hill as 
the site of a graveyard. The drainage is 
better, and then, too, the opportunity 
remains for getting his headstone a little 
higher than that of his neighbor, which 
is as dear to the Moslem as to his more 
Christian brother. “Nothing in the way 
of expense is spared in erecting these 
monuments, and many of them are mar- 
vels of curious a They are 
all of one shape—a slab formed like a 
coffin-lid, with the big’ end up, sur- 
mounted with a neck and head of stone, 
around which is wound aturban. The 
cut and arrangement of the turban varies 
according to the rank of the former 
wearer, and is painted red, blue, black 
or yellow, according to his social station 
in life. The adornment of the face of 
the slab is open to the wildest flights of 
barbaric fancy, Nearly all bear flowers 
gilded or painted upon them, the favor- 
ites being the water lily and the rose. 
Closely pushing them, however, is 4 non- 
descript floral effort, more creditable to 
their heraldic art than to their botanical 
knowledge. Between the flowers are 
sandwiched nice, closely printed epi- 
taphs in gilt, that read up and down like 
inscriptions on a tea-box, descriptive 
of the virtues of the departed as discov- 
ered by his bereaved ones after death. 

The Turks are very much afraid of 
dying themselves and never like to think 
of death in any way. Asa consequence 
they appear peculierly heartless about 
their funerals. The body, in a coffin or 
on a board, as the case may be, is cov- 
ered with a yellow cloth and laid in a 
litter. Then four brawny Turks lift up 


the corners and set off as fast as they can 


g° to the mosque, and friends follow as 
st they can. Nobody makes way for 
the procession in the crowded streets, 
and it often goes hard with the bearers 
to dodge in and out among the horses 
and carriages. In frcnt of the mosques 
are slanting stones, on which the bodies 
are rested while the priests and mourn- 
ers go in to pray. This finished, the 
march is resumed until the grave is 
reached. All but the mourners laugh and 
gossip and poke fun at the bearers for 
their awk ward ness in lowering the corpse. 
One of the latter jumps into the grave 
and arranges the body, and when he has 
scrambled out the diggers begin filling 
in the dirt, and the party goes away. 
There is no further show of sentiment, 
and after the erection of a headstone, 


little care is there whether the worms or 


the dogs lunch on the departed. 

Being fatalists, they know he is either 
in torment or in glory, and while ceriaia 
that the same fate must come to them in 
time, they don’t want to be bothered 
with the thought before it comes, and so 
endeavor to forget the dead and death as 
quickly and completely as possible. 


The Government's Gold Fish. 


A Washington letter to the Philadel- 
phia Record says: On the western front 
of the capitol, on the second terrace, is 
a small oval pond fenced with high, thick 
railings.
